[PUBLIC— No.  155.] 
AN    ACT   granting   certain   privileges   to  the 
"Guardian  Sooiety"  of  tho   Distiict   of  Co- 
lumbia. 

Re  it  enacted  by  the  SmaHamd  House  •/  Repre 
tentative*  of  the  United  S'attt  oj  America  in 
Cowjre**  ae-embtrdf  That  the  use  and  occupancy 
of  all  that  pan  of  reservation  num  iered  seven- 
teen, in  the  city  of  Washington,  lying  we*t  ot 
Second  street  east  and  ea.ttol  the  eaaten.ly  liuo  ot 
New  Jersey  avenue,  in  said  city,  be, and  the  same 
is  hereby,  granted  fur  the  period  of  thirty-three 
>ears  to  tne  "Guardian  Society"  of  the  District 
ot  C  dumbia,  a  c  -rp oration  duly  established  oy 
act  of  Cougress  upptoved  July  first,  eighteen 
bndredaal  MtMfc  P.^todel.  T  i  it  th  i  said 
premises  shall  be  used  and  occupied  exclusively 
(or  the  pr  per  and  legitimate  purposes  aud  ob 
jects  of  said  *'liuardian  Society:"  And  provided 
further,  That  said  "(J  *aidian  Society"  shall, 
winin  to -ea  yo«  s  from  and  alter  tne  appr»ral 
<f  this  act,  exp  -nd  in  the  erection  of  buildings 
upon  said  premises-  suitable  for  a  house  ol  in* 
tustry  and  a  widows'  and  orphins'  home,  the  sum 
ot  twenty  thousand  dollars,  or  more,  otherwise 
the  said  use  as  aforesaid  be  forfeited  to  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all 
permaneut  buildings  and  structures  upon  said 
premises  sba  I  be  eroded  and  made  in  accordance 
with  plans  and  specifications  approved  in  writ 
ing  and  subscribed  hy  the  Commissioner  of  Pub 
lie  Building*. 

Sec.  S,  And  be  it  farther  macted,  That  the 
rates  ot  expense!  which  are  or  shall  hereafter  be 
adopted  by  the  said  "Guardian  Society/*  or  the 
trustees  thereof,  lor  the  support  and  maintenance 
of  the  several  classes  of  persons  described  in  the 
eleven  h  section  of  their  said  act  of  incorpora 
tion,  shall  be  approved  in  writing  and  subscribed 
oy  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  tho  supreme 
court  of  tho  District  of  Columbia. 

Soo.   4.  And   be   it   further  enacted.  That  all 
acts  aud  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  pr 
visions  o|  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

A  Soldier'%  Nperrh. 

On  the  1st  day  o.'  October,  Maj,  Gen.  Juo. 
A.  Logan,  having  a  few  Java  leave  of  absence, 
appeared  among  his  oM  neighbors  at  Car- 
bondale,  Illinois,  and  made  tliem  a  long 
speech,  which  is  reported  in  full  in  the  <  'i n~ 
cinnati  Cominercial.  Wc  select  a  few  para 
graphs,  to  which  wo  invite  the  attention  of 
readers  generally,  and  especially  of  the  old 
line  Democrats.  Gen.  Logan  is  an  old  line 
Democrat,  o(  the  Douglas  order. 

After  analyzing  the  elements  of  modern 
Democracy,  he  took  hold  of  the  Chicago 
platform  and  slashed  it  without  fear  of,  or 
expectation  of  favor  from,  that  portion  ol 
his  old  political  friends.  Wequo'e  the  con- 
clusion on  this  subject,  concerning 

Sympathy  f»r  the  Soldiers. — But  the  last 
resolution  is  very  smooth — very  nice  and 
patriotic.  It  applies  to  nic,  and  I  have  a 
right  to  talk  about  it,  because  I  am  a  soldier. 
"The  sympathy  of  the  Democracy  is  heartily 
extended  to  the  soldiers  of  the  army,  ami  the 
seamen  of  the  navy."  1  have  heard  of  the 
manifestation  of  the  spirit.  I  would  like  to  see 
the  manifestation  of  this  sympathy,  and  I 
would  rather  see  it  nianilested  in  acts  than  in 
writing.  [Applause  ]  In  what  way  do  ihey 
sympathize  with  us  ?  In  resolutions  that 
wc  arc  a  noble  band  ol  patriots,  that  the 
war  has  been  successful,  and  that  they  are 
proud  of  the  army?  No,  sir;  they  say  the 
war  has  been  a  lailure.  Do  they  congratu- 
late us  because  we  have  planted  our  flag  in 
every  Southern  State  ?  Nosneh  tiling.  Do 
tbey  sympathize  with  the  widows  and  or- 
phans of  those  who  have  been  slain  in  battle? 
They  say  not  a  thing  about  that  either.  Is 
it  by  visiting  the  army  anil  associating  with 
the  soldiers  and  officers?  If  so,  I  have 
failed  to  see  them.  I  want  any  man  to  tell 
me  when  Pendleton  or  Vallandigham  — 
except  the  time  lie  was  sent  though  the 
lines — or  Wood  or  Kynders,  or  Belmont,  or 
Richmond,  or  Robinson,  or  Allen,  or  any  of 
the  rest  of  them,  have  ever  come  to  see  the 
army,  and  take  the  hand  of  the  soldier  on 
the  field  of  battle.  Not  one  of  them  ever 
came  to  see  us  since  the  war  began  after  we 
passed  south  of  Cairo  1  have  met  other 
men  there — men  from  rhaiann.  Illinois,  and 
all  the  Western  States.  1  1,  tve  seen  Gov- 
ernors— I  have  seen  a  half  61  a  Legislature 
—come  to  the  lield,  and  talk  to  the  boys  and 
see  that  they  were  cared  for;  but  these  men 
—never.  I  am  willing  to  sell  out  my  interest 
in  their  "sympathy"  for  r.  very  small  price. 
|  Laughter.  ]  They  say  that  hi  the  event  of 
their  party  attaining  power,  we  will  receive 
all  the  care,  protection  and  regard  that  the 
brave  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  Republic 
have  so  nobly  earned.  1  want  to  know  if  I 
am  not  as  much  entitled  to  their  sympathy 
and  regard  belore  as  after  tliey  attain  power. 
If  they  attain  power,  wc  are  going  to  receive 
kindness  and  care.  What  sort?  The  very 
sort  we  don't  want.  'Iliev  will  disgrace  us 
by  sending  peace  proposition-  to  Jell'  Davis. 
They  wouldsendcommissionei-<  to  Jeff"  Davis, 
who  has  charge  of  this  most  gigantic  con- 
spiracy against  the  best  Government 09  earth, 
and  would  sny,  "Master  Jefferson  Davis,  we 
have  been  sent  as  commissioners  from  the 
President  of  the  United  Stntcs,  and  wc  beg 
of  your  Worship  that  you  give  us  an  audi- 
ience,  that  we  may  make  propositions  of 
peace."  [Laughter  ]  The  next  one  would 
step  up  and  say,  "Yes,  Massa  Davis,  the 
President  has  sent  u»  down  here,  hearing 
that  you  were  a  great  and  powerful  man, 
having  fought  us  for  four  years,  and  whipped 
us  every  time;  and  now  wc  desire  to  beg  ol 
you  that  you  let  us  nlone."  [Applause.] 
That  is  the  kind  of  sympathy  they  have  tor 
the  soldiers.  They  would  go  doivn  to  that 
arch  traitor  and  bend  the  knee  to  him.  I 
would  rather  have  my  heart  torn  from  my 
body  and  hung  upon  a  tree  for  vultures  to 
feed  upon  than  bend  my  knee  to  an  infamous 
traitor.  [Applaus.]  Yet  this  is  what  we  arc 
asked  to  do  bv  these  men.  Will  vou  do  it  ? 
[Cries  of  "No."] 

What  he  thinks  of  Pendleton.— They  ask 
me  to  vole  for  George  B.  McClellan  on  such 
a  platform  as  this!  I  say,  I  wont'l  do  it. 
[Applause.]  They  ask  me  to  vote  for  Geo. 
H.  Pendleton,  and  I  say  I  would  not  vote 
for  him  on  that  or  any  other  platform,  tor 
Vice  President  or  any  other  office,  if  the 
devil  were  a  candidate  against  him.  Why 
do  I  say  so?  I  served  with  him  in  Con- 
gress, and  I  have  been  forced  and  compell- 
ed to  denounce  him  as  a  traitor;  and  I  have 
a  good  right  to  do  so  to-day,  1  have  heard 
from  his  lips,  in  the  balls  of  Congress,  be- 
fore be  was  even  thought  of  as  a  candidate, 
words  of  treason  and  disloyalty.  He  has 
denounced  this  war  from  the  time  it  com- 
menced. He  has  never  voted  a  solitary  dol 
lar^ior  a  cent,  in  favor  of  prosecuting"  ibis 
war,  no  matter  how  the  money  was  to  be 
expended — whether  for  grub  for  the  soldiers, 
or  anything  else — not  one  dollar  has  he  voted 
that  could  be  spent  in  any  way  against  the 
rebellion,  and  in  lavor  of  the  Government. 
I  defy  his  friends  to-day  to  point  me  to  one 
line,  or  one  syllable,  ever  written  or  uttered 
by  him  in  favorof  restoring  thisGovernment 
by  putting  down  the  rebellion — not  a  word. 
But  if  you  will  read  his  speeches,  you  will 
find  that  he  has  justified  secession.  You 
will  find  that  he  has  advocated  State  rights, 
and  said  that  he  believed  the  people  ol  the 
South  had  a  right  to  secede,  and  the  Govern 
ment  bad  no  right  to  coerce  tliem  back  into 
the  Union.  That  is  the  doctrine  be  has  ad- 
vocated, and  upon  that  record  people  ask 
me  vote  lor  him.  Again,  1  defy  any  man  to 
show  me  his  letter  accepting  the  nomination 
on  the  Chicago  platform.  Wbere  is  it?  Why 
is  it  that  no  man  can  find  it?  He  has  never 
accepted  that  nomination  except  by  simple 
acqueisence,  and  by  his  being  (put  on  the 
ticket.  Why  is  this,  I  aay  ?  Because  the 
Chicago  Convention  knew  when  they  adopt- 
ed that  platform  that  McClellan  would  write 
a  soft  letter,  sort  of  for  war,  saying  that  he 
knew  the  Convention  was  for  the  war,  but 
tbey  forgot  to  say  so,  and  all  that  kind  of 
thing.  [Laughter]  They  have  prevented 
tieorge  11.  Pendleton  from  writing  a  letter 
and  1  venture  to  sav  that  he  will  never 
write  one.  Because  i I  they  wanted  a  letter 
troni  him,  unless  tbey  wrote  it  themselves 
he  has  been  eo  much  in  the  habit  ol  speak- 
ing treason  that  he  could  not  write  anyibinn 
else.  It  would  damn  hitn  before  the  country 
and  tbey  knew  it. 

The  Rebels  for  Little  Mae.— Now,  my  lei- 
low  countrymen,  1  can  say  to  vou,  that  "these 
rebels  today  are  advocating  the  election  of 
Geo.  B.  McClellan  and  Geo.  H.  Pendleton 
I  can  prove  it.  And  tbey  have  good  reason 
for  it,  too.  I  don't  say  this  because  I  beiicve 
George  B.  McClellan  to  be  a  traitor,  for  I 
don't  believe  any  such  thing.  But  1  believe 
that  be  is  used  (or  the  purpose  I  have  stated 
and  if  elected  President  he  would  throw 
around  hirn  such  men  as  Wood,  Vallandig- 
ham, Richmond,  and  this  Ierealite,  Belmont. 
He   would   be  only  a  tool   in  the  hands  of 


these  men,  through  which  they  wuuld  act 
in  order  to  give  the  Southern  Confederacy 
their  independence.  [Applause] 

Not  long  ago,  there  was  a  speech  made  in 
Southern  Alabama,  by  J.  L  M.  Curry.  He 
was  a  member  of  Congress  when  I  served, 
and  is  a  very  talented  man.  After  the  South 
seceded,  and  when  ibis  rebellion  commenced, 
he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Confederate 
Congress,  and  he  served  there  with  credit  to 
himself,  so  far  as  a  man  can  do  so  in  a  Con 
grets  of  the  kind.  [Laughter  ]  He  returned 
home  a  short  time  ago,  and  made  a  speech 
to  his  fellow  citizens  I  happened  to  be  far 
down  iu  Dixie  at  the  time.  I  found  one  of 
their  papers  containing  this  speeeh.  It  was 
made  to  his  fellow  citizens  Now  do  you 
know  who  a  Congressman's  fellow  citizens 
arc  in  the  Southern  Confederacy  ?  The  sol 
dicrs  ol  the  rebel  army  are  the  only  fellow 
citizens  he  has.  Every  man  is  in  the  army 
who  is  not  so  old  that  be  can't  carry  a  gun , 
nor  so  young  that  lie  can't  leave  bis  mamma. 
[Laughter  ]  If  a  man  makes  a  political 
speech  there,  be  must  make  it  in  the  army 
and  to  the  army.  There  is  no  such  thing  a* 
election  polls,  like  we  have  here.  They  elect 
Congressmen,  Senators  and  everything  else 
in  the  army.  The  army  is  the  Southern 
Confederacy.  It  is  all  ihere  is  of  it  ;  and 
when  we  get  that  used  up,  the  Southern 
Confederacy  is  gone  up.  [Applause.]  Mr. 
Curry  said  this:  "My  hearers  we  should 
remember  that  much  depends  upon  the 
choice  the  Northern  men  make  for  a  Presi- 
dent the  incoming  fall.  There  will  be  at 
least  two  parties  represented,  to  wit .  The 
war  party,  who  will,  doubtless,  make  an 
effort  to  have  Lincoln  retained,  and  the  peace 
party,  who  will  make  a  bold  effort  to  elect 
a  man  pledged  (o  give  the  Confederacy  jus- 
lice  and  restore  peace — long  desired  and 
ardently  prayed  for  peace — lo  our  bleeding 
country.  We  hope,  wc  trust  wc  pray  that 
tbey  may  be  successful ;  such  a  shout  as 
never  was  heard  before  would  spread  over 
our  afflicted  South.  If  such  be  the  happy 
result  our  independence  will  be  established. 
But  should  Lincoln  be  re  elected,  our  fond 
hopes  will  bedashed  to  the  ground  ;  our 
independence  but  a  thing  dreamed  of,  for  we 
have  exhausted  our  resources,  and  could  not 
possibly  hope  to  be  able  to  continue  the  war 
four  years  longer.  Past  experience  has 
taught  us  that  we  should  expect  no  favors 
at  the  hands  ol  the  indomitable  tyrant  and 
usurper,  Abraham  Lincoln.  Let  us  repose 
our  irust  in  the  God  of  battles,  and  anxiously 
await  the  result." 

Mr.  Curry,  you  see- goes  ou  to  say,  "thai  if 
Lincoln  should  be  re-elected,  the  hopes  of 
the  Southern  Confederacy  would  be  dashed 
to  the  ground,"  and  so  forth.  Now,  I  don't 
propose  to  join  Mr.  Curry  in  bis  electioneer- 
ing tour  for  this  peace  candidate,  or  any  of 
his  crowd.  If  I  find  the  leading  rebels  in 
favor  of  a  man,  I  don't  think  I  ought  to  be, 
but  if  I  find  them  denouncing  a  man,  and 
opposing  him  as  they  do  Mr.  Lincoln,  I  can't 
help  thinking  he  is  a  pretty  good  sort  of  a 
fellow.  [Laughter.]  Now,  I  told  you  we 
could  restore  this  country  by  suppressing 
the  rebellion.  There  is  no  matter  ol  doubt 
that  we  can  destroy  their  armies — we  can 
kill  every  man  that  belongs  lo  tliem,  and  so 
lar  as  I  am  concerned  rather  than  sec  this 
Government  destroyed  I  would  kill  the  Inst 
rebel — Jeff.  Davis  himself — all  of  them,  and 
see  their  bleeding  corpses  stretched  upon  the 
ground,  and  when  the  last  one  expired,  I 
would  wave  the  stars  and  stripes  over  him  , 
and  cry  "Heaven  be  blessed,  we  have  a  re- 
stored country  once  more."  [Applause:] 

'I hi  Negro  question — If  this  Government 
is  restored — and  I  know  it  will  be,  I  am  not 
uneasy  about  that  at  all — but  some  men  say 
that  if  it  is  restored  it  will  not  be  restored 
just  ns  it  used  to  be,  therefore,  we  want  the 
war  to  slop  now.  Some  men  are  so  mad 
that  ihey  can't  see,  because  they  think  that 
when  the  Government  is  restored,  some  of 
the  niggers  will  be  free.  They  want  the 
niggers  to  be  sent  down  South  again,  that 
their  Southern  brethren  may  have  all  the 
rights  they  ever  had.  I  don't  want  any 
such  thing.  [Applause  ]  I  tell  you  when- 
ever this  Government  is  restored  1  do  not 
want  to  sit  in  the  halls  of  Congress — I  am 
not  a  candidate  now,  but  if  I  were,  I  know 
you  would  elect  me — [laughter] — 1  say  if 
I  ever  should  be  a  member  of  Congress,  I 
never  would  sit  along  side  of  Jeff.  Davis,  and 
Benjamin,  and  Slidell,  and  Beauregard,  and 
Lee,  or  any  of  these  men  I  would  never 
eonsenl  to  any  such  thing  ;  it  must  never 
be  done.  If  that  is  the  way  these  gentle- 
man want  the  Union  restored,  tbey  and  I 
must  differ  very  widely.  We  want  every 
foot  of  territory  that  ever  belonged  to  the 
United  States  Government,  and  we  intend  to 
have  it.  If  the  rebels  have  lost  their  nig- 
gers snd  their  horses  in  this  war,  and  ask 
me  to  return  them,  I  will  eay  no,  gentlemen, 
you  have  rebelled  against  the  authority  of 
the  Government,  and  if  you  have  lost  your 
horses  and  negroes  in  the  transaction,  it  is 
not  my  fault  They  may  stay  lost  so  far  as 
I  am  concerned.  When  tbey  tell  me  tbey 
want  the  Government  restored  with  the 
rights  of  all  the  States,  and  with  the  same 
gentlemen  for  members  of  Congress  who 
are  now  members  of  the  rebel  Congress,  and 
are  engaged  in  this  war  against  us,  I  say  no, 
you  can't  have  any  such  rights  [Ap- 
plause] I  don'l  propose  that  any  Congress 
shall  assemble  iu  Washington  with  .led'. 
Davis  ami  bis  crowd,  lo  get  up  another  rev- 
olution. [Applause]  These  gentlemen 
who  are  lording  it  over  the  people  of  the 
South  now,  if  wc  ever  get  hold  to  them  wc 
will  settle  the  question  so  effectually  with 
them  as  to  leave  them  unable  to  make  anv 
further  disturbance.  1  don't  propose  any 
particular  plan,  but  I  do  propose  that  thev 
are  not  to  govern  this  conntry  any  more. 
And  they  won't  do  it  either,  mark  ihat. 
[Appl'inoe  ] 

"  When  the  Boys  come  Home.  ' — Now,  my 
fellow  countrymen,  in  addressing  you  to-day, 
I  do  it  with  no  view  of  exciting  any  of  your 
prejudices  or  passions.  Such  is  not  my  in- 
tention. My  object  was  merely  lo  lalrt  10 
yon,  and  give  you  the  reasons  which  prompt 
me  to  take  the  course  I  have  indicated  in 
this  political  contest.  I  know  that  I  shall 
be  denounced,  probably  all  over  this  coun- 
try, lor  what  I  have  said  lo-day;  lint  it  don't 
make  any  difference  to  me.  I  know  that 
men  will  say  that  I  have  changed  my  poli1 
tics  and  deserted  my  party.  Let  them  say 
it — il  it  does  them  any  good.  1  say  to 
these  men  this:  If  the  time  ever  does  come 
that  1  am  permitted  to  return  home  10  my 
peaceful  pursuits — if  the  time  does  ever 
come  that  tbe  soldiers  now  fighting  the  bat- 
tles of  our  country  for  tbe  purpose  of  res- 
toring il  to  peace  and  harmony — it  ihey 
ever  were  permitted  to  return  home,  you 
will  then  hear  the  American  people  rise"  up 
in  thunder  tones  They  will  not  ask  a  man 
who  has  been  fighting  for  his  country,  what 
has  been  his  political  faith,  or  anything  of 
that  kind.  But  they  will  say  this:  "You 
have  been  faithful  to  your  trust.  You  have 
assisted  in  fighting  the  battles  of  vour  coun 
try.  You  have  acted  an  honest  pari  ;  you 
have  been  a  true  patriot  aud  soldier."  If  a 
soldier  dies,  his  epitaph  will  be  written, 
"Here  lies  a  patriot  and  soldier,  who  died 
that  his  country  might  live."  I  want  you 
to  tell  me  this.  If  this  country  is  restored, 
as  I  am  sure  it  will  be — what  kind  of  a  re- 


cord will  you  have'  What  kind  of  a  tecord 
will  this  Chicago  Convention  have?  What 
kind  of  epitaph  will  be  written  on  the  tomb 
stone  of  Vallandigham  and  the  crowd  of 
noble  patriots,  as  the;,  are  stvlcd  bv  some 
persons?  Can  it  be  written  lliat  tbey  fought 
for  their  country;  lliat  ihey  were  the  friends 
of  the  soldier.-:  that  (hey  loved  the  flag  of 
their  country,  and  stood  by  the  Constitution? 
No,  it  will  be  said:  "You" Clement  L.  Val- 
landigham, while  your  country  was  at  war; 
while  tbe  armies  were  fighting  the  battles 
of  the  country  for  the  purpose  ol  sustaining 
the  Constitution  and  the  laws  and  restoring 
the  Government  to  peace  and  harmony,  yon 
were  traveling  throughout  the  land,  utter- 
ing treason  wherever  you  could  get  a  crowd 
to  listen  to  you,  advocating  resistance  to  the 
draft,  opposing  tbe  armies,  opposing  the 
Government,  opposing  the  country.  You 
sleep  the  sleep  of  death,  and  in  sleeping  that 
sleep  of  death  you  ne3tle  in  a  nestof  traitors." 
No  man  will  do  him  honor.  Patriots  and  sol- 
diers will  spit  upon  his  grave,  and  pass  it 
silently  by,  or  say,  if  a  word  is  said  "There 
is  the  grave  of  a  traitor  to  his  country,  and 
on  the  other  side  there  is  a  grave  of  a  sol- 
dier who  died  for  his  country."  I  ask  you, 
who  are  tbe  fathers  of  the  brave  men  who 
have  given  their  lives  to  their  country's 
cause,  which  kind  of  tombstone  do  you  want 
placed  at  the  bead  of  your  son  or  yourself? 
All  of  us,  who  have  been  and  are  in  tbe  ar- 
my, no  matter  bow  different  our  views  be  on 
minor  points — no  matter  what  questions 
may  arise  as  to  other  issues — acknowledge 
but  one  duty  as  patriots  and  soldiers.  We 
will  stand  by  one  another  as  well  as  by  our 
country.  [Applause.] 


Glorious  Election  News ! ! ! 


The  Lebanon  (Kentucky)  Republi- 
can asserts,  as  a  fact  within  its  knowledge, 
that  Col.  Wolford  was  arrested  by  an  order 
from  Gen.  Grant  ;  that  Mr.  Lincoln  did  not 
order  bis  arrest;  and  that  Cnpt.  Fidler  did 
not  arrest  him,  R.  Mallory's  assertion  to  tbe 
contrary  notwithstanding.  The  Secretary 
of  War,  by  order  No.  41,  convened  a  special 
Commission  lo  try  him  ,  but  as  the  witness 
es  could  not  go  to  Washington  City  at  the 
time  required,  the  President,  in  the  natural 
amiability  of  bis  heart,  paroled  Col.  Wol- 
ford to  return  to  Louisville  to  await  his 
trial.  In  place  of  keeping  bis  parole.  Wol- 
ford has  been  going  about  the  co.intry  villi- 
fving  and  abusing  the  President  '  The 
Republican  says  further: 

"The  President's  parole  ol  Wolford  was 
neither  seen  nor  heard  of  by  the  Judge  Advo 
cate  of  the  Commission  until  about  btc  Its  of 
August  last,  and  was  then  construed  to  mean 
that  Wolford  would  awnit,  until  die  time  for 
the  (rial  in  Louisville,  and  return  to  Wash- 
ington City,  with  witnesses.  TI.e  witnesses 
against  him  were  ordered  to  Washington, 
and  actually  went  there,  and  were  detained 
nine  or  ten  days  awaiting  his  arrival. 

"II  he  was  so  anxious  to  have  his  trial, 
why  did  he  not  proceed  immediately  to 
Washington  in  answer  to  the  summons  of 
Judge  Advocate  Foster?  Why  did  he  ap- 
peal to  President  Lincoln  to  know  about  his 
parole?  We  know  that  several  despatches 
were  sent  to  him,  hurrying  his  compliance 
with  the  terms  of  hi«  parole  as  understood 
by  the  Commission.  Wolford  knows  that 
he  was  guilty  of  every  charge  made  against 
him.  He  knows  that  the  charges  would 
have  been  substantiated  by  tbe  evidence  ol 
tbe  bcsl  men  in  Marion  county.  He  knows 
that  the  enarges  were  made  from  evidence 
furnished  by  responsible  parlies;  and  he 
knows  that  be  did  not  want  a  trial  and  by 
juggling  avoided  it.  We  regret  that  he  was  not 
properly  tried  immediately  after  his  arrest 
But  wc  can  not  be  convinced  that  the  obli- 
gation of  a  parole  of  honor  is  broken  by 
this  failure.  Frank  Wolford  is  a  cunning 
politician,  is  an  ambitious  one,  and  desires 
very  much  to  make  himself  a  martyr.  We 
regret  much  that  he  has  thought  proper  to 
break  a  parole  given  voluntarily  by  himself; 
but  regret  more  that  he  should  continually 
misrepresent  the  President  ami  misstate  the 
facts."

Hon.  Lucius  Patterson,  of  Grand  Rapids, 
Michigan,  while  at  a  Democratic  State

War  News  and  Army  Items. 

On  the  12th  the  Secretary  of  War  com- 
municated the  following  bullelin 
To  Gen.  Dir. 

Despatches  have  been  received  from  Gen- 
erals Grant,  Sherman,  and  Sheridan,  but  no 
military  movements  since  my  last  telegram 
are  reporled.  The  following  details  of  the 
cavalry  engagement  last  Sunday  are  furnish- 
ed by  Sheridan : 

I  have  seen  no  sign  of  the  enemy  since 
the  brilliant  engagement  of  the  9ih  inst. 
It  was  a  square  fight,  in  which  the  enemy- 
was  routed  beyond  my  power  (o  describe 
He  losl  everything  carried  on  wheels  except 
one  piece  of  artillery,  and,  when  last  seen.  11 
was  passing  overQuades  Hill,  near  New  Mar 
kei,on  a  keen  run,  twenty  6ix  miles  from  the 
battle  field,  to  which  point  the  pursuit  was 
kept  up.  The  batteries,  horses,  &.,  were 
captured.  The  horses  were  in  good  condi' 
lion,  and  were  exchanged  by  our  cavalry 
men  for  their  broken  down  animals.  The 
casualties  on  tbe  0th,  will  not  exceed  sixty 
men.  The  100  men  of  the  8th  Ohio,  who 
were  dispersed  while  guarding  the  bridge  of 
the  North  Sbeandoah.  have  all  come  in  ex- 
cept the  officers." 

E.  M.  STANTON, 
Nashville.  Oct.  12 — Colonel  Hodge,  01 
Washburn's  command,  with  twelve  hun- 
dred infantry  and  a  battery  of  four  guns,  on 
board  three  transports,  convoyed  by  two 
gunboats,  at  3  P.  M  ,  on  the  10th  inst.,  met 
the  "enemy,  under  General  Forrest,  at  Easl 
port,  wiib  two  batteries  in  position,  and  was 
repulsed,  with  a  loss  of  twenty  killed,  and 
twenty-six  wounded  and  missing.  All  the 
guns  of  the  battery  we*e  lost,  and  two  trans 
ports  disabled.  Two  caissons  were  bursted 
by  the  explosion  ot  Forrest's  shells.  Forrest 
is"  supposed  lo  have  crossed  the  river. 
Hodge,  with  the  balance  of  his  force,  has 
reached  Johnsonville.  River  eight  feet  on 
the  shoals,  and  falling. 

Headquarters  Army  of  the  Potomac,  October 
11. — Last  evening  and  during  part  of  the 
night  firing  was  brisk  in  the  centre  of  the 
line  in  front  ot  Petersburg.  Large  portions 
ol  the  enemy's  troops  have  been  moving 
toward  our  left  tbe  past  twenty-four  hours. 
They  received  the  attention  of  our  gunners 
whenever  tbey  appeared  within  range.  The 
army  remains  in  its  former  position  at 
Chapin  Bluff— the  enemy  not  seeming  de- 
sirous of  aKaeking  our  lines  there. 

Cl.AItKSVILLE,  Oct  12. 
Lieut.  Col.  Weaver,  with  ninety  colored 
troops,  was  attacked  yesterday  morning  five 
miles  below  Fori  Donelson  by  iwo  hundred 
rebels,  under  Lieut.  Col.  Loery.  The  rebels- 
were  whipped,  with  t he  loss  of  Lieut.  Col. 
Loery  and  Capt.  Gardy,  killed ,  twenty  five 
men  killed  and  wounded.  The  Federal  loss 
was  one  Lieutenant  and  three  men  killed; 
none  wounded.

"Pendleton  has  always  since  the  war  ex 
pressed  himself  ready  to  vote  all  the  sup 
plies  of  men  and  money  necessary  for  the 
defense  of  the  nalional  unity,  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  Constitution,  the  honor  of  the  flag; 
but  he  has  not  been  willing  that  those  sup 
plies  of  men  and  money  should  be  U9cd  to 
divest  States  of  their  equality  in  the  Union, 
to  forcibly  abrogate  valid  State  laws  tecog- 
nizing  the  right  of  properly  in  slaves,  and 
to  revolutionize  the  Government."

He  believes 
lhat  any  report  to  arms  for  the  coercion  of  a 
seceding  Slate  is  unconstitutional,  and  there- 
lore  does  not  regard  the  present  war,  no 
matter  how  waged,  ae  one  for  the"  defense  of 
the  nalional  unity,  the  preservation  ol  the 
Constitution,  and  the  honor  of  the  flag." 
Hence,  he  has  spoken  against  the  war  from 
the  first,  and  voted  always  against  all  sup- 
plies of  men  aud  money  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  it  on. 


w  ho  ihev  then  denounced  as  traitors  and 
candidates  on  the  traitors'  ticket,  we  have 
endeavored  and  we  intend  still  to  continue, 
to  show  the  radical  inconsistency  of  their 
present  status  with  lhat  ol  their  past  course, 
when  they  were  candidates  for  office  and 
suppliants  for  the  votes  or  the  Union  people 
of  the  State.

"Since  the  day  when  Ahasucrus  issued  his 
edict  for  the  murder  of  the  Jewish  nation,  a 
more  gigantic  crime  has  not  been  recorded 
than  the  recent  edict  of  the  ignorant  baboon 
at  Washington,  calling  for  half  a  million 
more  ot  your  sons  and  brothers,  for  a  tresh 
immolation  lo  the  Abolition  god.* 

Mr  Channcey  C.  Burr,  of  New  Jersey, 
said  : 

"We  were  told  that  w«  would  conquer  the 
rebellious  States.  They  could  not  be  con- 
quered, and  he  prayed  Boa  thai  they  never 
might  be." 

And  who  were  the  ruling  spirits  in  the 
Conveniion  ?  Vallandigham,  the  Wood's,

This  state  of  things,  at  all  times  a 
source  of  murmuring,  though  somewhat  allovia- 
ted  by  the  partial  supply  of  loyal  journals  from 
other  States,  has  at  last  ripened  into  dissatisfac- 
tion and  a  positive  domand  for  such  a  newspaper. 

Demanding  that  the  rebellion  shall  be  suppress- 
ed, we  would  have  all  the  means  necessary  to 
suppress  it  cheerfully  supplied.  Regarding  unity 
as  essential  to  speedy  success,  we  would  enforce 
it  as  the  duty  of  every  citizen  to  give  to  those 
who  administer  the  Government — whilst  the  war 
continues — sympathy  and  support.  Believing 
the  rebellion  to  be  not  only  without  palliation 
or  excuse,  but  a  crime  we  would  have  it  taught 
that  those  who  have  inaugurated  and  prosecut- 
ed it  should  wholly  bear  the  responsibility  of 
its  guilt.  Recognizing  the  rebellion  as  gigantic 
in  its  proportions,  we  woul  have  the  difficulty  of 
grappling  with  it  fully  realized. 

In  so  wido  a  field  where  the  instruments  em- 
ployed must  be  varied,  errors  of  judgment  are 
unavoidable.  Wo  would  not  therefore,  judge 
harshly  of  the  means  employed,  whilst  we  see 
they  are  suggested  by  a  sincere  desire  to  re-es- 
tablish the  authority  of  the  Government.  In  a 
word,  wo  wish  to  teach  that  it  is  the  paramount 
duty  of  the  Government  to  preserve  the  Union 
by  all  the  means  recognized  by  civilized  warfare. 
Rejoicing  at  every  triumph  of  our  arms,  we  de- 
sire to  affiliate  with  those  true  Union  men  every- 
where, who  hope  for,  and  look  to  the  nation's 
success  in  the  field — not  to  its  defeat  as  the 
surest  means  of  securing  a  lasting  and  honorable 
peace. 

The  vote  of  the  people  of  Kentucky,  on  every 
occasion — and  their  resolutions  in  their  primary 
assemblies,  far  ahead  of  their  politicians,  far  in 
advanco  of  their  press,  ure  to  us  the  surest  guar- 
anty— that  a  majority  aro  with  us.  The  object 
of  this  paper  is  to  give  organization  to  that  ma- 
jority, and  to  develope  into  political  action 
the  convictions  which,  in  their  hearts  the  people 
cherish.
